@xtract of a letter from a clergyman in Obio to the ed- 
itor of the Panoplist. 

‘In September seventy oreighty ofthe Stock- 
bridge tribe of Indians passed through this 
place on their way te White River, Indi- 
ana. By sickness they were detained over the 
Sabbath, and asked if there was to be any meet- 
tne which they could attend. 


fiey were informed that there would be a 
meeiing, and that the Lord’s supper was to be 
administered 5 at which they expressed great 
yoy. and inquired if they could be admitted. On 
questioning them it was found, that their chief
